disorder  that  attacks  the 

nervous  system.  The  first  symptoms  appear  in  early 
childhood  as  vision  loss,  seizures,  and  loss  of 
motor  skills. 

At  Spencerport  High  School  in  Spencerport,  New 
York,  Leah's  special  education  teacher,  Marcia  Olson, 
and  her  aide,  Susan  Matthews,  worked  tirelessly  to 
adapt  a  curriculum  to  fit  Leah's  abilities  and 
interests.  Leah's  love  of  art  was  nourished,  and  she 
continued  to  color  with  scented  markers  even  after 
she  became  totally  blind.  Olson  spoke  for  all  of  the 
school  staff  when  she  said,  "Laughter,  love,  hope, 
and  joy  were  reflected  in  the  colors  Leah  chose  for 
her  paintings.  She  left  brushstrokes  on  our  hearts." 

After  a  valiant  fight,  Leah  died  from  Batten  Disease 
in  2002.  Her  mother,  Kris  Coon,  said,  "Her  family 
considers  her  artwork  to  be  a  priceless  miracle,  and 
an  enduring  testament  to  her  brief,  yet  rich  life.  She 
is  dearly  missed  by  all  those  whose  lives  were 
touched  forever  by  her  spirit  of  determination,  joy, 
and  courage." 


About  the  Artwork

paint  is  somewhat  transparent.  The  watercolors  mix 
together  in  places,  creating  new  colors.  The  manila 
paper  background  remains  unpainted.

The  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  (APH) 
has  served  our  nation's  blind  and  visually  impaired 
citizens  since  before  the  Civil  War.  Founded  in  1858, 
APH  is  the  oldest  company  in  the  U.S.  dedicated  to 
creating  products  for  blind  people  and  is  the  largest 
organization  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 

Extensive  Range  of  Products 

APH  produces  hundreds  of  specialized  items, 
including  accessible  textbooks,  designed  for  students 
and  adults  who  are  visually  impaired  or  blind. 
Product  lines  uphold  our  mission  and  include 
braille,  large  print,  audio  cassettes,  educational 
software,  and  a  wide  variety  of  special  materials. 

These  items  are  detailed  in  our  comprehensive 
Products  Catalog  and  organized  into  the  National 
Agenda's  core  and  expanded  core  curriculum 
instructional  areas.  APH  also  provides  specialized 
catalogs,  the  Adult  Life,  Family  Life,  and  Bookstore 
catalogs.  Our  newest  catalog,  the  Bookstore,  includes 
leisure  reading  materials  and  other  non-textbook 
listings,  as  well  as  gift  items. 

Specialty  products  such  as  audio  books  and  braille 
restaurant  menus  are  created  by  APH  for 
commercial  customers.  In  addition,  APH  makes 
custom-ordered  materials  on  demand,  such  as  single 
copies  of  enlarged  print  textbooks. 


In  partnership  with  the  field,  the  APH  Department 
of  Research  supports  the  creation  of  a  wide  range  of 
products  by  maintaining  ongoing  educational  and 
technical  research.

APH  offers  three  information  services  free  of  charge 
over  the  Internet  or  by  phone:

In  addition,  APH  offers  a  free  subscription  service 
for  accessible  editions  of  Reader's  Digest®  and 
Newsweek®.  Donations  are  accepted  to  defray  costs.

This  act  designates  APH  as  the  official  supplier  of 
educational  materials  to  all  eligible  blind  students  in 
the  United  States  working  at  less  than  college  level.

The  145th  year  of  the 

American  Printing 

House  for  the  Blind 

was  a  record  year, 

indeed.  Record  sales, 

for  the  fourth 

consecutive  year,  and 

an  unprecedented  $6.5 

million  in  gifts  from 

donors  helped  fuel  a 

20%  increase  in  net 

assets  to  an  all-time 

high  of  $75  million.  In 

light  of  the  average 

4.5%  annual  increase 

in  net  assets  during  the  five-year  period  from  1997 

to  2002,  the  20%  increase  in  2003  was  truly 

exceptional,  and  also  a  record. 

Through  strong  direction  from  APH's  Board  of 
Trustees  and  with  the  support  of  income  from  a 
growing  Endowment  Fund,  activities  during  the 
year  focused  on  three  major  areas:  honoring  past 
performance,  improving  current  performance,  and 
creating  platforms  for  future  performance. 
Examples  of  activities  in  each  of  these  areas  follow. 

Honoring  Past  Performance 

•  Progress  continues  on  The  Hall  of  Fame  for 
Leaders  and  Legends  of  the  Blindness  Field.  The 
Hall  is  dedicated  to  preserving,  honoring,  and 
promoting  a  tradition  of  excellence  manifested 
through  the  work  of  the  individuals  inducted  into 
the  Hall  of  Fame. 


APH's  original  building,  dedicated 
in  1883. 


On  June  12,  2003,  we  celebrated  the  120th 
Anniversary  of  the  Dedication  of  the  APH 
Building.  In  1882,  the  APH  Board  purchased  a  6.8- 
acre  lot  west  of  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind 
for  $9,520  and,  in  1883,  built  the  building  at  an 
additional  cost  of  $1 1,695.  The  newspaper  account 
of  the  dedication  described  the  building  as  the 
"first  ever  erected  in  the  world  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  printing  for  the  blind  . . .  and  in  one  of  the 
prettiest  sites  that  could  be  conceived." 

The  final  component  of  the  Traveling  Callahan 
Museum  Exhibit  was  completed  this  year.  It  is 
titled  "IN  TOUCH  WITH  KNOWLEDGE:  The 
Educational  History  of  Blind  People"  and  has  four 
components:  Hands-On  Reading  and  Writing, 
Hands-On  Mathematics,  Hands-On  Geography, 
and  Hands-On  Science.  The  exhibit  won  a  major 
award  from  the  Kentucky  Historical  Society  in 
March  2003. 

A  state-of-the-art 
collections  storage 
room,  completed  in 
2003,  marks  a  major 
step  in  fulfilling  our 
goal  of  preserving  the 
historical  collections 
of  the  Callahan 
Museum  for  future 
generations.  The  new 
collections  facility  has 
temperature  and 
humidity  control  and 
storage  furniture  that 
meet  the  highest 
conservation 
standards. 

Barry  Bernson,  an 
APH  Talking  Book 
narrator  and 
Kentuckiana's  best- 
known  human 
interest  reporter, 
received  the  coveted 
2003  Alexander  Scourby  Award.  Another  popular 
APH  narrator,  Roy  Avers,  completed  his  1,000th 
book  in  2003. 


Barry  Bernson,  APH 
Talking  Book  narrator, 
received  the  Alexander 
Scourby  Award  for 
Narration  of  Non-Fiction 
2003.  Since  1986,  this 
prestigious  award  has 
been  presented  by  the 
American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind  to  honor 
excellence  in  Talking 
Book  narration.

Improving  Current  Performance 

•  In  2003,  we  began  adding  files  for  college 
textbooks  to  the  APH  File  Repository.  The 
Association  of  American  Publishers  and  major 
publishers  have  been  strongly  supportive  of  this 
decision.  In  addition,  Accessible  Textbook 
Initiative  and  Collaboration  textbook  titles  are 
now  available  for 
download  from  the 
APH  File  Repository. 


Forty-nine  (49)  new 
products  were 
introduced  in  2003. 
Examples  include 
Time  for  Art,  Basic 
Science  Tactile 
Graphics,  Studio 
Recorder  software, 
Rolling  Into  Place, 
Teaching  Touch, 
ENVISION,  and 
Book  Port™.  The 
year  ended  with  one 
hundred  twelve  (112^ 
additional  new 
products  in  the 
development/ 
production  pipeline. 


With  the  Book  Port™ 
hand-held  electronic 
book  reader,  users  can 
download  and  read 
electronic  text  files  with 
synthetic  speech  or 
digital  recorded  books 
with  human  speech.  This 
revolutionary  device, 
released  during  FY2003, 
lets  users  take  their 
reading  material  almost 
anywhere. 


Four  production  employees  became  National 
Library  Service  certified  braille  transcribers 
through  an  in-house  training  course.  This  effort 
has  proven  to  be  an  excellent  way  to  build  the 
APH  transcription  force. 

Safety  was  a  major  focus  in  2003.  We  began 
development  of  a  comprehensive  APH  Safety 
Program  in  January  through  the  coordination  of 
the  Safety  Focus  Group.  Twenty-nine  Safety 
Teams,  representing  all  areas  of  APH,  addressed 
over  100  safety  recommendations  or  concerns 
during  the  year.  Additionally,  standard  operating 
procedures  were  developed  and  attached  to  all 
machines,  and  Hazard  Communication  Training 
was  conducted  for  all  employees  and  will  be 
continued  through  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Safety  Teams.

Improvements  were  made  to  the  Louis  and  Fred's 
Head  Databases.  The  "product  search"  categories 
for  the  Louis  Database  now  match  the  categories  in 
the  products  catalogs.  A  project  was  initiated  to 
add  links  to  Fred's  Head  Database  records.  When 
completed  in  2004, 


these  links  will  take 
visitors  from  the 
database  to 
appropriate  product 
brochures. 

•  Production  began 
using  a  new 
computer-controlled 
router  this  year.  Parts 
that  were  previously 
routed  by  hand  using 
mechanical  guides 
are  now  made

without  the  operator  having  to  touch  the  router. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
storage  and  care  of  finished  products  and  raw 
materials.  The  2003  physical  inventory,  a  booked 
loss  of  $6 1 3  on  inventory  of  $6,56 1 ,000,  was 
99.99%  accurate,  the  best  APH  has  ever 
experienced.

Creating  Platforms 
for  Future  Performance 

•  The  original  goal  of  the  Accessible  Tests 
Department  was  expanded  from  "ensuring  tests 
and  assessments  are  provided  in  high-quality, 
accessible  media"  to  "providing  tests,  practice  tests, 
test  administration  manuals,  and  other  test-related 
materials  in  high-quality,  accessible  media  in  a 
timely  manner." 

•  Twenty-six  faculty  members  from  24  university 
teacher  preparation  programs  joined  APH  staff  in 
September  for  the  second  Meeting  of  the  Minds 
summit.  The  meeting  focused  on  research  issues 
in  the  field  of  blindness  and  visual  impairments. 


At  its  July  2003  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
adopted  a  plan  to  assure  retention  of  the  services 
of  staff  most  likely  to  be  recruited  by  outside 
companies.  The  plan  is  based  on  deferred  income 
available  only  when  the  employee  reaches  the  age 
of  eligibility  for  full  social  security  benefits. 
Designed  for  the  president  and  vice  presidents,  the 
plan  will  be  evaluated  annually,  and  may  be 
expanded  or  narrowed  at  the  Board's  discretion. 

A  longtime  goal  was  realized  in  September  when  a 
workshop,  "Making  Tests  Accessible  to  Students 
with  Visual  Impairments,"  was  held  for  25  persons 
representing  1 1  major  test  publishers.  These 
experts  came  to  APH  to  learn  about  issues  and

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considerations  for 
writing  and  adapting 
test  items  in  order  to 
make  them  accessible 
to  blind  and  visually 
impaired  students. 

APH  received 
certification  as  a 
"test-safe"  company 
by  the  Educational 
Testing  Service, 
indicating  to  test 
publishers  that  APH 
handles  test  materials 
in  a  secure  manner. 
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ATlC's  exciting  pilot 
program  is  now 
producing  large  print 
textbooks  in  a  smaller 
size  than  traditional 
large  print  books.  These 
full-color  books  have  the 
look  and  feel  of  a 
regular  print  textbook. 


APH's  new  "small" 

large  print  textbook 

was  unveiled  late  in 

the  fiscal  year. 

Through  the  development  of  special  software,  we 

have  realized  a  30-year  dream:  a  large  print 

textbook  in  regular-size  binding. 

There  are  over  20  braille  production  facilities,  each 
unique  in  structure  and  scope,  operating  in  state 
and  federal  prisons  across  the  U.S.  During  2003, 
we  gathered  and  published  information  on  these 
programs,  Prison  Braille  Programs  —  The  Inside 
Scoop,  in  an  effort  to  determine  how  APH  can 
support  this  resource  with  such  great  potential. 

A  database  was  developed  and  placed  into  service 
in  August  for  The  National  Registry  for  Children 
with  Visual  Impairments,  Birth  to  Three.  This  was 
a  very  significant  step  in  our  efforts  to  gather  data 
on  this  special  population. 


Data  for  FY2003  regarding  the  Act  to  Promote  the 
Education  of  the  Blind  indicate  the  number  of 
legally  blind  students  registered  was  57,148,  an 
increase  of  0.8%  (449)  over  the  number  registered 
for  FY  2002.  The  2003  appropriation  provided 
$199.47  per  student  for  educational  materials,  a 
4.4%  increase  over  the  $191.01  per  capita  allocation 
in  2002.  Of  the  57,148  students,  9%  (5,332)  were 
registered  as  braille  readers,  26%  (14,673)  as  visual 
readers,  6%  (3,217)  as  auditory  readers,  32% 
(18,387)  as  non-readers,  and  27%  (15,539)  as  pre- 
readers.  Of  this  group,  85%  (48,636)  were  registered 
by  state  departments  of  education,  9%  (5,073)  were 
registered  by  residential  schools  for  the  blind,  3% 
(1,802)  were  registered  by  rehabilitation  programs, 
and  3%  (1,635)  were  registered  by  programs  for  the 
multihandicapped. 

In  closing,  we  thank  our  Ex  Officio  Trustees  for  their 
conscientious  dedication  in  administering  the  Act  to 
Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind.  Special 
recognition  must  be  given  to  members  of  our 
corporate  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  strong  support 
and  direction  they  provide.  And,  finally,  we  must 
salute  APH's  greatest  resource  —  its  employees. 
They  made  2003  the  record  year  it  was!

Tuck  Tinsley  III,  President  and  member  of  APH's 
Board  of  Trustees.

Dr.  Tinsley 's  overview  of  the  future  challenges  facing 
APH  included  refining  APH's  Mission  and  Vision  to 
reflect  a  greater  focus  on  developing  and  delivering 
products.  He  mentioned  that  APH  will  align  its 
strategic,  tactical,  and  operational  plans  to  increase 
the  number  of  useful  products  available  for 
purchase. 

Dr.  Tinsley  announced  that  APH  has  requested 
$16,500,000  in  FY2004  under  the  Act  to  Promote 
the  Education  of  the  Blind,  an  increase  of  over 
$1,000,000  above  the  FY2003  appropriation. 

In  FY2004,  APH  has  committed  to  a  major 
renovation  of  the  Callahan  Museum,  now  10  years 
old;  several  significant  manufacturing  expenses;  and 
additions  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  Leaders  and 
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APH  recently  introduced 
an  attractive  planner- 
organizer  designed 
specifically  for  braille 
users.  The  Braille 
DateBook  can  be  used  as 
a  calendar,  planner, 
address  book,  note 
taker,  and  more.

Introduction 

The  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  has  a 
long  history  as  a  leader  in  the  field  of  blindness.  The 
purpose  of  the  Educational  Services  Advisory 
Committee  (ESAC)  is  to: 

•  provide  oversight  and  leadership  in  the  planning, 
evaluation,  and  delivery  of  services, 

•  identify  new  services  needed, 

•  assist  the  promotion  of  APH  products  through
